Great though Eliza- 
beth was as a queen, he "has had a 
thousand times greater influence up- 
<?n the" thou'ght of the \corld' than 
she. When both were"alive he eeem- 
ed.a mere .nobody, by.the.sjde.of the 
powerful queen and it is not strange 
that the age took her name. But we 
can see today -that she was not the 
one. iudispensible figure of her time. 
She] could rquiter easily have -been re_- 
plac.ed by several others 'and the age 
would 'have, been as great as it was 
under her. guidanpe. Without Shakes- 
sere, the -Elizabethan age would.hard- 
y be thought of today as 'an 'out- 
standing period in English 'history.

that in that case there was no sin- 
gle outstanding figure but a group 
of personalities in literature .and sci- 
ence: that bids fair to make that age 
remembered . for several centuries.

Gladstone and the other party lead- 
ers would have be.en in power.. The 
political achievements of the various 
governments during Victoria's reign 
would have been fairly impressive 
and they would have cut some figure 
in the historic of England.

"Victoria age" -in the sense in which 
that phrase is now understood. The 
phrase would have been almost-whol- 
ly devoid of that luminous quality, 
that glamor that gives it its -force 
for us today; There would 'have'been 
a Victorian reign but not in the real 
sense a "Victorian age."

PRIVATE SCHOOLS 


Will Train Their Own Pilots 


Due to Scarcity of Such 
Workers 


BY OW EX L. SCOTT

Chicago— Large aviation operating 


companies confronted by a serious 
problem in obtaining trained pilots 
for their huge new type ships, are 
turning now to the establishment of 
their own schools. 


This accounts for the string of air 


entry into the field is the Boeing 
company, with an announcement to- 
day of its training courses. Already 


- 
has a system ft schools and the 
Curtis-Wright group is taking steps 
to set up a string of flying colleges. 


Rapid development of commercial 


air services has far over taxed the 
supply of thoroughly experienced 
and trained pilots. Aviation schools 
which have sprung up in much-room 
fashion in nearly 
all large cities, 


have been often of an exploit nature 
and have been^frowned upon by the 
industry. The Aeronautical Cham- 
ber of Commerce is seeking now to 
find means to 
regulate 
wild-cat 


schools. 


So until now the training of men 


to operate and maintain the equip- 
ment of the air transportation com- 
panies has largely been left to the 
military training organizations. The 
supply of these men is distinctly 
limited. 


It is emphasized by the air com- 


panies that the pilot of one of the 
present day ships is somewhat com- 
parable to the captain of ocean ves- 
sel. He has a ship costing nearly 
$100,000, often carrying a million 
dollars in negotiable securities and 
•with the livest of 10 to 20 passengers 
to safeguard. 


REALIZE POSITION 


"The-'bperating companies realize 


-tt* responsibilities assumed by these 
master pilots and compensate them 
accordingly," explains H. F. Lusk, 
who is to be in charge of the Boe- 
ing school of areonautics. 


"Their incomes range from $600 


to $1,000 a month and compare fav- 
orably with those of the recognized 
profitiable professions. 
Companies 


appreciate that a mistake in judg- 
ment by a pilot may wipe out a trans- 
portation unit and cost them more 
than " a "-year's net earnings. 
That 


explains the necessity for obtaining 
the right type of men and the need 
for their most thorough and careful 
training." 


In these courses of instruction de- 


signed to develop commercial pilots 
nearly 700 hours of instruction are 
called for. The Department of Com- 
merca requires only 100 credit hours 
for transport licenses and often the 
schools of uncertain backing give 
much less than this in turning out 
pilots. 


The manufacturing companies de- 


sire to make certain that purchasers 
of their ships for commercial pur- 
poses, obtain thoroughly tarined pi- 
lots and this is another incentive for 
the rapid growth in this branch of 
thi industry. 


Before many months the commer- 


cial air companies expect to be turn- 
ing out pilots, equipped to meet all 
problems, on a scale which . will 
take care of the growing needs of 
this rapidly expanding business.

A comoost pile is an

part of well-decomposed manure, so

In hay fields where alfalfa or 


clover grow alone or predominate in 
a mixture, the yields are unusually 
large, but in other fields in which

Sweet clover pas- 
tures are supplying an abundance of 
feed for cattle and other farm ani- 
mals but a large number of wild pas- 
ture fields are croj»j-ea quite close to 
the ground and the animals in these 
pastures already are doing consid- 
erable traveling. "Weeds are hard to 
control this 
summer in cornfields 


and especially in those 
where the 


corn is drilled and cannot for that 
reason be worked both ways.

Canada thistles, mayweed, yellow 


dock, pig: weeds, 
quack grass and 


mustard are taking advantage

tities of seed. The winds have finish- 
ed seeding one of the largest and 
most expensive crops of dandelions 
ever raised in Wisconsin, and are 
now ready to do the same thing with 
the seeds of later maturing weeds. 


A peculiar thing about the dande- 


lion crop this season is that it grew 
exclusively along roadsides and In 
the uncultivated field where no red 
clover, alsike clover, white clover, 
or alfalfa grew. 


The explanation Is that alfalfa and 


clover grew too fast to give weeds a 
chance to do their best, and in time 
with frequent cutting will smother 
these weeds. 


As dandelions, 
Canada thistles, 


mayweeds, pig weeds, yellow dock 
and all the rest of them draw very 
heavily on the moisture and the fer- 
tility of the soil, it would pay better 
to raise clovers or alfalfa and to let 
none of those weeds go to seed in the 
meadows and in the grain and corn- 
fields or on the highways. 


PLOW FIELDS 


If Canada thistles or wild mustard 


are so thick in a grain field or a 
meadow that they cannot be snipped 
or pulled before going'to seed, and 
the field should be plowed before the 
weeds go to seed and the crop of 
grass-or grain should be used as a 
fertilizer for a corn crop or other 
crop that can be cultivated to con- 
trol the weeds.

SCIENCE GAINS FAVOR 


AS HIGH SCHOOL STUDY 
Atlanta —(/P)— Science is one of 


the most popular subjects taught in 
high schools, in the opinion of Fran- 
ces D. Cuitis of the University of 
Mich jan. 


"This is no accident," said Pro- 


fessor Curtis, speaking before tie 
department of science of the Na 
tional Education association today. 
"Subject compete with each othur 
and survive or are eliminated as 
they meet changing demands. This 
is t scientific age, so it is no won- 
der science holds a firm place in 
popular regard." 


The science curriculum of today, 


he said, is far simpler than that of 
30 years ago. General science and 
general 
botany 
have 
supplanted

and home period. 
- Besides crop reports, weather in- 
formation, latest news dispatches of 
interest to farmers, and other "ed- 
ucational" data, the program in- 
cludes entertainment features 
se- 


lected as of particular interest to 
ruraj radio audiences. Responsibil- 
ity for the program rests largely 
with the department of agriculture, 
which will arrange the daily talks by 
experts of its own staffs, leaders of 
national farm organizations, agri- 
cultural colleges and 
other 
farm 


groups. 


Under the plan both "Washington 


and Chicago serve as "keys" for the 
farm and home period. 
From the 


capital, city the educational' talks 
originate, consuming about 20 min- 
utes of the daily period. 
The re- 


mainder of the period -will be large- 
ly entertainment, originating in the 
Chicago studios of N. -B. C. 


Interspersed in the program is a 


daily news period, conducted by the 
United States Daily, the nonparti- 
san newspaper in Washington. This 


. will consist of "spot" agricultural 
H 


ews as it "breaks" in the legisla- 
te, executive or judicial branches 
t the federal government. 


OTHERS COOPERATE 


Besides the N. B. C. and the ag- 


riculture department, the Associa- 
tion of Land Grant colleges, the Na- 
tional Grange, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation and the National 
4-H clubs of Farm Boys and Girls 
are cooperating in the /new program. 
For five days of the six week days, 
the agriculture department will fill 
twenty minutes of the program from 
"Washington, Saturdays will be de. 
voted to the various other organiza- 
tions. Frank E. Mullen, N. B. C.'s 
director of agriculture, will super- 
vise the programs. 


In inaugurating the new program 


yesterday, both Secretary of Agri- 
culture Hyde and M. H. Aylesworth 
president of the N. B. C., were 
speakers 'over the network. Secre- 
tary Hyde said that the problem of 
the department is to get the facts 
to the 6,000,000 farm units of the 
nation as quickly as possible, and 
in usable form. He explained that 
more than 200 individual radio sta- 
tions have been cooperating in send- 
ing out Harm and home facts, and to 
this widespread service the new N. 
B. C. chain program now is added. 


"We aim to give you in these 


daily broadcasts the day to day ag- 
ricultural facts with only such in- 
terpretation as will make them of 
the most practical value. The prob- 
lems that confront' agriculture are1 
real problems—taxation, land policy, 
farm credit, freight rates, roads, wa- 
terway 
development, 
cooperative 


marketing and agricultural sur- 
pluses. They can be solved only on 
the real basis of authenticated facts 
and in .harmony with the economic 
laws which control prices." 


Mr. Aylesworth alluded to the con- 
^tribution radio already has made to 
?the quick dissemination of agricul- 


tural information to farmers, and to 
their social and economic welfare. 
"I am forced to the conclusion," he 
said, "that, fundamentally, radio is 
dedicated to those living in our 
country regions. Our city families 
are entitled to know more of farm 
life,and we believe this radio feature 
will hold the interest of city people 
who consume the products of agri- 
culture.

cent bonds of the Alton which it 
wrote down to about 75 per cent of 
the original cost. These bonds were 
listed in the last statement of the in- 
vestment owned by the Union Pacif- 
ic. They give this road an important 
creditor position in any reorganiza- 
tion proposal. 


The second unfortunate 
invest- 


ment by Mr. Harriman was that 
made by him for the Southern Pa- 
cific in Mexico which has been a 
drag on this system for the past 
15 years and has been one of the 
main factors in postponing the in- 
crease in Southern Pacific dividend 
to 7 per cent. 


To offset these unlucky invest- 


ments was that of the Union Pacific 
in New York Central stock which 
has slni-vn a large appreciation and 
a high income return on the original 
cost.

more than a quarter of a billion dol- 
lars in cash and marketable securi- 
ties and a balance sheet surplus of

o entertain Premier Ramsay Mac- 
Donald of- England on short notice 
;or Washington has entertained no- 
tables before. 


Theoretically, MacDonald will rank 


no higher as an official visitor than 
he prime minister of Lithuania or 
Abyssinia. Actually, 
of course, the 


significance of his visit and the Im- 
portance of Great 
Britain in our 


oreign affails will make his piesence 
f unprecedented official and popu- 
ar interest. 


MacDonald is expected this sum- 


mer. He probably uill sail on one of 
he larger British liners, rather than 
n a warship such as President Hoo- 
~er used for his goodwill tour of Lat- 
n America. 


The State Department will cooper- 


ate with the British embassy—which, 


>f course, will be made cognizant of 
MacDonald's wishes—in staging the 
fisit. A high official of the depart- 
ment will be the first to greet him 
at Quarantine off New York. This of- 
ficial may be Undersecretary of State 
'oseph P. Cotton or it may even be 
Secretary of State Stimson, himself. 
More likely, though, it will be "\Vil- 
lam R. Castle, assistant undersecre 
ary in charge of western European 
affairs. When Queen Marie of Ru- 
mania came -he was met by Under- 
;ecretary J. Butler Wright. 


Whoever it is will accompany the 


premier to Washington, 
after the 


whoopee New York 
probably will 


make o\ er him at the Battery and at 
City Hall. The secretary of state wi'" 
meet him at the railroad station here 
and accompany him to the British 
embassy, where MacDonald is practi- 
cally certain to stay while in Wash- 
ington. At this point the visit be- 
comes officially recognized. 


If the prime 
minister 
reaches 


Washington before late afternoon he 
will be received almost immediately 
by President Hoover at 
the White 


House. If he arrives subsequently 
this will be delayed until morning. 


After leaving the 
White House 


MacDonald will call on the secreta^ 
of state at the State 
Department. 


Secretary Stimson will then call on 
MacDonald at the embassy, return- 
ing both the call on himself and that 
on the president. 


President Hoover will undoubtedly 


invite the premier either to an offi- 
cial dinner 
or an official luncheon 


Secretary Stimson will then provide 
another official meal and Sir Esme 
Howard, the Biitish ambassador, uill 
stage another large party at the em- 
bassy by way of returning the com- 
pliment. 


These three affairs 
will be large 


and formal and guests 
\\ill include 


Chief Justice Taft. the cabinet mem- 
bers and other high government offi- 
cials .The British ambassador, of 
course, would be a guest at the Hoo- 
ver and Stimson meals. 


The embassy is receiving numer- 


ous requests for MacDonald's pres- 
ence at all sorts of banquets, meet- 
ings and celebrations. 
MacDonald 


doubtless will accept two or three of 
these, although he is not likely to re- 
main in this country for more than 
ten dajs. 


While he is in Washington he will 


have his heart-to-heart talk 
with 


President Hoover on the internation- 
al situation, and for this purpose it 
may be that the president will ar- 
range an intimate luncheon. MacDon- 
old's Washington stay probably will 
be a matter of three or four days, af- 
ter which he w ill go to New York. If 
he consents to go to any other city 
the government will put every facil- 
ity at his disposal, 
though detailed 


arrangements 
would 
be 
made 


through the embassy. 


If MacDonald comes while Con- 


gress is in session he will be received 
officially by both chambers. He may 
come with Premier MacKenzie of 
Canada, m which case the two premi- 
ers will go through the Washington 
program together.
